Far from being sobered by the death 
of his wife, Hawley only drank the 
deeper, When found last night he 
was in a stage of beastly intoxication, 
and too befuddled with liquor to give 
a coherent account of his wife's death. 
He was found at Sixth and San 
Pedro strects, far from his home, 
by Detective McCann. The man did 
not realize that he may be called on to 
face a serious charge. He will be 
questioned further this morning in an 
effort to get the facts immediately sur- 
rounding his wife's death. Hawley is 
the only witness to ry poisoning, and 
detectives Who arer at work on the 
case adrbit that it ‘will be almost im- 
possible to conmmect the man with his 
wife's tragic ending.
